Meets Horrible Death; 


Maddened Mob at Maysviiie, Kentucky, Led by the Husband of 


Woman, Burns Him to a Stake, 


Special to the News. 


Maysville, Ky., Dec, 6~-The most horrible 


crime ever perpetrated in this section ofKentucky 
has been followed by mob law having its own way 
and the perpetrator of the crime meeting the most 
nornble death the micd of man can conjure 


Dick Coleman, the colored rapist and murder- 
er of his benefactress, Mrs John Lashbrook, arriv- 
ed here on the noon train over the Chespeake & 
Ohio road, direct from Covington, Ky., where he 
had been taken for safe keeping. Immediately af- 
ter the crime, followed by his arrest Sheriff 'Sam 
Psrtine of Maysville, and his deputy, Robinson, 
left with the prisoner at 7:3O o'clock. Hardly had 
they boarded the train until a Maysville citizen 
who had followed the officers to Covington, wired 
tha tip to Maysville, and also boarded the train 
A maddened mob met the train just outside the 
city limits of Maysville, and demanded the pris- 
oner. 
The sheriff and deputy vainly appealed, 
and drew their guns, but were "quickly overpow- 
ered, bound and the prisoner taken by the mob. 


MOB NUMBERED 10,000. 


The big- mob numbered near the £ten housand 
mark, every store in the city being closed. They 
were armed to the teeth, and were lead by John 
Lashbrook, husband of the murdered woman.

PEPPER AND VITROL". 


On being seised a hundred hands threw vitrol 
and pepper into Coleman's eyes, amid his terrible 
cries for mercy. He fell to the ground, from ex- 
haustion, and writhed in agony, knives, razors 
and pistol shots riddled his body, which was cut 
into pieces. His eyes were gouged out. just be- 
fore being^ led to a stake, under which had been 
placed a imge bundle of inflamable material.

October 7 ended .1 half-century since 


Edgar Allan Voe died. The Time and 
place t>£ Jus birth -nere for many years 
uncertain; even now some nf bis bi- 
ograpbers differ upon the subject. The 
Dlaee of his burial was at one time un- 
decided, but tnat -was definitely settled 
la 1875, and a monument was theii 
erected over his grn\e ic \Vest-mirisler 
churchyard, Baltimore. 


A forme'- Baltamorean, rccejtly liv- 


ing in San Francisco, gives -nhat he 
elalins to be a true account of the poet's 
last days and death. This is his story: 
"I vcas'an intimate associate of E-3gar 
Allan Toe for many ysars. MuUrthai. 
has been s.iid and written regarding his 
death ,a false. His habitual resort in 
Baltimore was the Widow Meagber's 
pli.ce. This was an oyster stand and 
i.<]nor bar on the city front, correspond- 
ing- in some respect vriUi the ooffee- 
houses of San Francisco. It -was fre- 
rjjueutcd much by printers and ranked 
as a respectable place, where parties 
eemM enjoy a game of carJs or engage 
5n social conversation. Poe waa agreilt 
Iworite with the old woman. His fa- 
vorite seal wa-s just behind tie stand, 
and about as quiet and sociable as an 
ojster himself. He -went by the name 
of *Bard,' and when parties came Into
